No m atter how one analyzes the Russian pres­ 
sure for a summit conference, it does not add up. 
The Geneva Conference could have reached some 
conclusion; it did not because obviously Khrush­ 
chov w ill not permit a conclusion to be reached 
except when he is present. A t the time that the 
last Geneva Conference was in session, he sabo­ 
taged it from Ihe sidelines. 
Now 
that

Geneva Conference is in session, it will bo inter­ 
esting to see whether he can remain silent for the 
duration. 
According to Frol Kozlov, the current Geneva 
Conference will propose an 18-month truce. The 
best hope for it is that the entire subject of B e r­ 
lin will bo postponed until 1961, which is a long 
way off. Perhaps the Russians are hopeful that 
the 1960 election in the United States will bring 
Democrats into office and that they w ill fare 
better with a Democrat than with a Republican.

Inflation has done queer things 
to tli(’ national economy . Two of 
them directly with the invest­ 
ment world are briefly discussed 
here today . 
First, inflation has g reatly re­ 
duced the volume of savings that 
would 
have 
been 
accumulated 
over the y ears if costs and prices 
and 
taxes, 
stcadih 
advancing, 
had not put a burden on millions 
of thrifty people. For more than 
a decade the capital 
needs of 
America have been supplied too 
much by bank credit and not 
enough by savings. 
When one million thrifty peo­ 
ple, striving to achieve financial 
sell-reliance, 
each 
save 
$ 1000, 
there is a billion dollars avail­ 
able for the capital needs of the 
country . But when a billion dol­ 
lars is raised by pumping bonds 
into the banking sy stem, a dif­ 
ferent quality ot doilam is made. 
In every community in Amer­ 
ica there are hundreds of good 
citizens to whom rising prices, 
taxes and costs have been such 
a burden that they have been 
unable to save much. That 
why Social Security has grown 
so rapidly . Future economic his­ 
torians will record the present 
era as one during which inflation 
in all ol 
its ramifications has 
dealt a crippling blow to thrift 
and saving. 
The economic pains the g ov­ 
ernment is going through just 
now are the culmination ot the 
lorccs outlined.
